twelve. We should state that there will be no 
trade discount, and that copies will not be dis- 
tributed to the trade. A limited number has 
been printed, and orders should be sent in at once. 


THE new postal arrangements between France 
and the United States, which went into operation 
on the first instant, provide that the single rate of 
international postage for ordinary letters will be 
nine cents in the United States for each fifteen 
grammes (half ounce) or fraction thereof, and 
fifty centimes in France for each weight of ten 
grammes, or fraction thereof, prepayment optional 
but with a fixed fee of five cents or twenty-five 
grammes additional on unpaid or deficient letters. 
Registered letters cost an additional fee of ten 
cents or fifty centimes. On other matter the pre- 
payment is compulsory, as follows: Newspapers 
three cents each if not exceeding four ounces in 
weight; samples of merchandise, books, pam- 
phiets, periodicals, and other printed matter ex- 
cept newspapers, if not exceeding one ounce in 
weight, two cents; if over one but not exceeding 
two ounces, four cents; if over two but not ex- 
ceeding four ounces in weight, six cents; and for 
packets exceeding four ounces in weight an addi- 
tional rate of six. cents for every additional four 
ounces or fraction of four ounces. New York and 
Boston are the offices of exchange on this side.

Dear Sir: It is stated, in your issue of the r1th 
inst., that “not one of the libraries. ... of the United 
States has yet subscribed for Mr. Edward Arber’s 
proposed literal transcript of the registers of the 
Company of Stationers of London, between 1554 
and 1640.” 

I do not know the authority for such a state- 
ment, but it is grossly incorrect so far as the Mer- 
cantile Library of Philadelphia is concerned, as 
any one may learn who will take the trouble to 
examine the printed list of subscribers. 

It may not be generally known, as this isa very 
quiet town, that this library has for several years 
past been increasing at a more rapid rate than 
any other in the country, and that bibliography 
and literary history are departments in which we 
may be called strong. In ninety-nine cases out 
of a hundred it would be quite safe to assume 
that we possess any work of merit on those sub-

Many of the subscribers have already received 
the seven pound octavo of above three thousand 
pages which has been so long expected from Mr. 
Whittaker. Our only surprise is, not at the de- 
lay, but that he has been able to issue it so soon. 
“ A Reference Catalogue of Current Literature, 
containing the full titles of books now in print 
and on sale, with the prices at which they may be 
obtained of all booksellers,” is in two parts; the 
bulk of the volume consists, like the first issue of

BOOKS RECEIVED. 


PASSAGES FRoM THE LIFE OF CHARLES 
KNIGHT. (G. P. Putnam’s Sons.) Charles 
Knight’s life extended even beyond man’s allot- 
ted span—-his working days as author and pub- 
lisher embracing a period of more than half a 
century, and only ending with life itself. During 
this time he was the friend or business associate 
of the most celebrated literary men of the day, 
his anecdotes and reminiscences of such being of 
more than ordinary interest from the nature of 
his intercourse with them. Apart from its gossip 
of literary people, his autobiography stands as a 
record of a publishing business which marked 
several important eras in bookmaking—Mr. 
Knight making through the “ Penny Magazine,” 
“ Penny Cyclopedia,” “ Pictorial Bible,” “ Pic- 
torial Shakespeare,” &c., &c., the first attempt to 
bring the best literature within the reach of the 
poorest classes—besides being an unconscious 
witness to a life of usefulness and integrity 
which is well worthy of consideration. As 
an author Mr. Knight is most popularly known 
through his ‘“Half-hours with Best Au- 
thors,” already a standard work. This volume is 
condensed from the three volume English edition, 
aut does not lose anything, we would judge, in its 
abridged state. But few incisions were made in 
the important portions of the narrative—only 
where quotations became too lengthy, or details 
uninteresting were any liberties taken with the 
author’s work.

ALCESTIS. (Henry Holt & Co.) A novel about 
music and musicians, the scene of which shifts 
from Vienna to Dresden, evidently written by an 
ardent lover of music. The story, though sad, is 
one which inspires the greatest sympathy and in- 
terest, being remarkably well told, and the char- 
acters most graphically drawn. Indeed this 
seems to be the author’s strong point, as all the 
descriptions, whether of music or characters, be- 
tray a most careful analysis and a wonderful in- 
sight into the workings of the heart. ‘“ Leisure 
Hour Series.”

ARcTIC EXPERIENCES. Edited by E. Vale 
Blake. (Harper & Bros.) Under the above title 
we have a complete history of the Polaris Expe- 
dition, the wonderful drift of Captain Tyson and 
his party—for over six months on an ice-floe— and 
the cruise of the Tigress in search of the missing 
ones, with their rescue. If the volume was of- 
fered as a fictitious work, no one would credit it, 
for certainly no story so thrilling and remarkable 
in all its details ever emanated from the mind of 
the most imaginative of romancers. Though all 
was not gained by the expedition hoped for, stillas a 
record of arctic experiences, and of the great 
endurance of which men are capable, the volume 
is unique. The book is altogether a very hand- 
some one, the illustrations being numerous and 
very good.

CooMASSIE AND MAGDALA, by Henry M. Stan- 
ley. (Harper & Bros.) The story Mr. Stanley 
tells in these pages is that of two British cam- 
paigns in Africa,—two of the grandest successes 
gained by English soldiers in East and West Af- 
rica. The narrative is given with all the fervor 
and picturesqueness of style which characterized 
the author's previous efforts.

ANECDOTE BIOGRAPHIES OF THACKERAY AND 
DIcKENs, (Scribner, Armstrong & Co.) This 
forms the second volume of the “ Bric-a-Brac 
Series”’ of which Mr. R. H. Stoddard is the ed- 
itor, and is a most perfect exemplification of its 
very appropriate motto, “ Infinite riches in a little 
room.” Nota line of it will be omitted by the 


lovers of Thackeray aud Dickens, so rich is it in 


new and characteristic anecdotes and pleasant 
gossip. The papers of which the dainty little vol- 
ume is made up have been culled from various 
sources. Most of them will be new, however, to 
readers on this side of the Atlantic, while all of 
them can be read even a second time with pleas- 
ure. Mr. Stoddard’s own contributions and in- 
teresting preface are not among the least in at- 
tractiveness. The preface gives anew the history 
of “Oliver Twist” in an explanatory letter from 
Mr. Cruikshank, who tells at length the history of 
his etchings, and to what extent they suggested 
the story to Dickens. This “fable,” so entirely 
discredited by Mr. Forster, gains fresh importance 
thus told and corroborated. The “Bric-a-Brac 
Series” bids fair to be (if it is not already) one of 
the most popular lines of books issued. The 
idea which originated it was a most capital one, 
and is carried out under the able editorship of 
Mr. Stoddard, with rare judgment and good 
taste. We cannot leave the little book without 


commending its outside and inside appearance, 
speaking in a typographical sense—it is so dainty 


and elegant that a mere sight of it is sufficient to 
make one break the commandment.

The story isremarkably well given, 
and abounds in faithful pictures of life in the inte- 
rior of the island, and of the adventures met with 
by the author. Relative to the Cuban insurrec- 
tion, it may be said that the ‘ Mambi-Land ” is 
the only authentic account ever published, as It 
was written by one who was not only qualified to 
do the work, but whose opinion was thoroughly 
unbiased. Mr. O’Kelly’s daring and enterprise 
has contributed largely to our knowledge of Cuba, 
and has proved that for the details of much of the 
world’s future history we must depend upon the 
ubiquitous reporter.

TuE Boston Public Library has issued a biblio- 
graphy of cremation in Bulletin No. 3o.

THE United States Official Postal Guide, which 
has been under consideration at Washington for 
some time past, and for the publication of which 
the last Congress provided, is to be issued by Hurd 
& Houghton, NewYork: The Riverside Press,Cam- 
bridge, by authority of the Post-office Depart- 
ment. The contents of the Guide will be pre- 
pared under the supervision of the Department, 
and the work will have an official character which 
will render it of great value, especially to business 
and professional men. The guide will be issued 
quarterly, the first number to appear on the first 
of October next, and will contain an alphabetical 
list of all the post offices in the United States, 
with the county and State, and salary of the post- 
master; money-order offices, domestic and inter- 
national; chief regulations of the Post-office De- 
partment; instructions to the public ; foreign and 
domestic postage tables ; schedules of the arrival 
and departure of foreign mail steamers, with such 
other information as may be required. One num- 
ber each year will contain about four hundred 
octavo pages, having special matter not in the 
other numbers of the year, which will contain 
about two hundred and fifty pages each. The 
publication quarterly will enable the Department 
to revise the matter and keep the information 
always fresh. Such a guide is in use in Great 
Britain, and will be found of special value in our 


country, where the number of post-offices 1s so 
great. 


It is worth while to note, in connection with 
Mr. Holt’s translation of About's clever story, 
‘‘ The Notary’s Nose,” that Mr. Holt dictated the 
translation by word of mouth to a stenographer, 
in “a few hours’”’ sittings. His dedication of the 
translation is a very happy acknowledgment of the 
latter's services: “ This translation,” it reads, 

‘ls, without his knowledge or consent, dedicated 
to Edward B. Dickinson, a stenographer, who, 
hot only by his skill in his art, relieved the trans- 
lator of much labor, but by his amiable disposi- 
ton,good taste, and knowledge of many tongues, 
went beyond his mere professional duty to fre- 
quently offer the right word where the translator 
hesitated, and to sometimes suggest a better wor 
than the translator had uttered.’
